1) The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1) PCT, because the 

subject-matter of claim 1 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT.

A method for creating an apparatus for securely providing identification information 
comprising: generating a visual filtering pattern that when combined with a displayed 
obscured user identifier, visually reveals an identifier; and generating a translucent

D2 and D3 also disclose the the subject matter of ciaim 1 . 

2) D1 -D3 also appear to contain the subject matter of independent claims 
6,9,1 7,25,28,33,40,42,47,50 and 51 . 

3) Dependent claims 2-5,7,8,10-16,18-24,26,27,29-32,34-39,41,43-46,48,49 and 52-54 
do not contain any features which, in combination with the features of any claim to 
which they refer, meet the requirements of the PCT in respect of novelty and/or 
inventive step (Article 33(2) and (3) PCT). 

Re Item VIII. 

Although claims 1,6,9,17,25,28,33,40,42,47,50 and 51 have been drafted as separate 
independent claims, they appear to relate effectively to the same subject-matter and to 
differ from each other only with regard to the definition of the subject-matter for which 
protection is sought. The aforementioned claims therefore lack conciseness and as 
such do not meet the requirements of Article 6 PCT.
